This month, work is sched- 
uled to begin on the seven.story 
rotunda building, one of the 
dominant features of the new 
civic center project being built 
at 4th and Santa Clara. As the 
lavish government complex 
continues to take shape, new 
questions are being raised about 
the cost of the project. 

At the April 27th city coun- 
cil meeting, Deputy City Man- 
ager Terry Roberts reported to' 
the council that the “latest bids 
are trending higher than esti- 


mates” and that the price of steel 
has gone up dramatically. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Roberts, material 
costs for steel jumped 50% in 
the last six months due to a spike 
in worldwide demand. 

But the prices of steel are 
not the only “challenge” that the 
project now faces. A lawsuit 
filed and won by the Preserva- 
tion Action Council of San Jose 
has brought about a delay in the 
city government’s plans to build 
an employee parking garage on 
North Fourth Street. The city

Domestic violence impacts 
immigrant communities

Domestic violence affects 
people from all walks of life. How- 
ever, there is one group of women 
who are especially likely to be af- 
fected — immigrants. 

The most serious domestic 
violence cases — those that end with 
a homicide — provide shocking ev! 
dence of the impact of domestic 
violence in immigrant communi- 
ties. Last year there were 21 do- 
mestic violence homicide victims 
in this county; nine of them were 
immigrants who had been here for 
ten years or less. In 2002 there 
were 18 domestic violence homi- 
cide victims; half of them were im- 
migrants. 

The main reasons that immi- 
grant women suffer disproportion- 
ately from abusive partners have to 
do with the dynamics of domestic 
violence itself. Some of the under- 
lying attributes of abusive relation- 
ships are also common features of 
the immigrant experience in 
America. 

Lack of Information 

For immigrant women the bar- 
riers to finding help are particularly 
overwhelming. They may not 
know where to obtain information 
about services for domestic vio- 
lence victims, and they may have 


few nearby family and friends to 
advise them. They are likely to be 
unfamiliar with other support sys- 
tems, like battered women's shel- 
ters. In addition, language barri- 
ers make it difficult for them to find 
out about available support systems 
and communicate when they do 
seek help. 

Social Isolation 

Domestic violence victims are 
often socially isolated. They may 
have limited interaction with 
people outside their homes. If they 
work outside the home, they often 
maintain a certain distance from 
coworkers and others on the job.

Scientific exploratory space 
instruments (probes) that can 
distinguish between “interesting” 
things and “boring” things are vital 
for deep space exploration, say JPL 
scientists at NASA's Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory (JPL). 

Along with his colleagues in 
NASA's Space Technology 6 
Project (ST6), JPL’s Steven Chien 
is working to develop an artificial 
intelligence technology that does 
just that. They call it the Autono- 
mous Sciencecraft Experiment, 
and it’s one of many next- 
generation satellite technologies 
emerging from NASA's New 
Millennium Program. 

As humanity expands its 
exploration of the outer solar 
system — or even neighboring solar 
systems!—the probes we send 
suffer from two unavoidable 
handicaps. First, commands 
radioed by mission scientists on 
Earth take a long time to reach the 
probe: six hours for the planned 
New Horizons mission to Pluto, for 
example. 


Second, the great distance also 
means that data beamed back by 
the probe trickles to Earth at a 
lower speed of transmission— 
often much less than an old 28.8 
kilobits per second (kbps internet 
telephonic reception device. 
Waiting for hundreds or thousands 
of dense information content 
scientific images to download 
could take weeks. And often many 
of those images will be “boring,” 
that is, they won't contain anything 
new or important for scientists to 
puzzle over. That’s certainly not 
the most efficient way of using a 
multi-million dollar probe. 

Even worse, what if one of 
those images showed something 
extremely “interesting” —a rare

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Driving legally: Good policy or just politics?

In the 2000 presidential elec- 
tion George W. Bush once asked 
a Latino group for their “botas” 
(boots) instead of their “votos” 
(votes). His brother Jeb Bush, 
Governor of Florida, speaks 
Spanish much better and would 
not make that kind of mistake. 
Jeb spent significant time in 
Mexico, where he met his wife. 
Columba Garnica Gallo. 

Jeb Bush beats his older 
brother with language but also 
with deeds when it comes to 
reaching out to Latinos. During 
his three years as president, 
George Bush has done virtually 
nothing of substance to earn 
Latinos’ votes. Jeb’s recent su- 
pport of a Florida bill which 
would allow undocumented 
workers to obtain driver's li- 
censes, on the other hand, is good 
policy and may even help his 
older brother extend his stay in 
the White House. 

Sponsored by Sen. Rudy 
Garcia (R-Hialeah), SB 1360 
would allow undocumented 
workers and temporary legal resi- 
dents of Florida to obtain driver’s 
licenses. 

To qualify for licenses, ap- 
plicants would have to provide an 
identity card issued by their con- 
sulate or embassy and a second 
form of identification, such as an 
employee ID card. They would 
have to pay for criminal back- 
ground checks performed by their 
country of origin as well as U.S. 
government agencies. Applicants 
would be fingerprinted and the 
information would become part 
of official databases. The licenses 
would be legal in Florida only 
and their color would be differ- 
ent from that of other licenses. 

Allowing undocumented 
workers to drive legally is politi- 
cally astute but also beneficial to 
society. Many law enforcement 
officers believe that undocu- 
mented workers should be al- 
lowed to drive legally because 
safety would increase for all of 
us. Knowing who is driving on 
our roads makes the job of local 
and state police easier. People 
don’t flee from a routine traffic 
stop if they have papers. Nor do 
they flee if they get into an acci- 
dent. 

In addition, having licenses 
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means that people qualify for in- 
surance, which would reduce 
rates for all of us. In essence, 
since people are inside our tent, 
it makes sense to know who they 
are and be sure that they have 
proper training if they operate a 
motor vehicle. 

The opposition to driver’s li- 
censes for undocumented work- 
ers focuses on the unwillingness 
to reward individuals who have 
broken the law because it would 
encourage more illegal immigra- 
tion. Yet, as Jeb Bush has stated, 
controlling the border is the fe- 
deral government's job. States are 
trying to deal with the local real- 
ity as best as they can. That's why 
Alaska, Connecticut, Idaho, 
Louisiana, Montana, Nevada, 
New Mexico, North Carolina, 
Ohio, Rhode Island, Tennessee, 
Utah, Washington and West Vir- 
ginia allow undocumented work- 
ers to apply for driver’s licenses. 

Coming out in support of SB 
1360, Jeb Bush said that while il- 
legal immigration should be op- 
posed, once people are in our 
country we shouldn't treat them 
as “lepers” or claim “they don’t 
exist.” 

His motivation, however, 
was quickly denounced. It was 
seen as an attempt on the part of 
Republicans to woo Latino vot- 
ers in Florida. That may be true. 

The razor-thin presidential 
election of 2000 is fresh in 
everyone’s memory. Although 
the Cuban-American vote in 
Florida is solidly Republican, the 
Latino population of the state has 


become increasingly diverse. 
More than 13% of Florida’s 
Latinos are Mexicans. In addi- 
tion, there is an increasing pres- 
ence of Latinos from South 
American countries who lean 
Democratic. 

There is no doubt that if SB 
1360 becomes law, it would have 
some positive effect on the Latino 
population in Florida to vote for 
the GOP. 

To be sure, anything politi- 
cians do is always subject to be 
seen as an attempt to gain an ad- 
vantage in future elections. That's 
how many Californians saw Gray 
Davis” signing of SB 60, in Sep- 
tember of 2003. The law allowed 
undocumented workers to obtain 
driver’s licenses. Voters saw it as 
a way for Davis to get the Latino 
support and avoid being recalled. 

SB 60 was never imple- 
mented. With pressure from 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, the new 
governor, the California legisla- 
ture repealed the law. Sen. Gil 
Cedillo, (D-Los Angeles), its 
chief sponsor, also voted for the 
repeal but promised new legisla- 
tion would be introduced which 
would have Schwarzenegger’s 
support. 

Several months have gone by 
since the repeal of SB 60. Is it 
time for Cedillo and Schwar- 
zenegger to act on their promise?

Mike Honda (D-CA) signed a dis- 
charge petition that would force 
House Republican leadership to 
allow a vote on a bipartisan plan 
to do away with the “Survivor Ben- 
efit Penalty” and help hundreds of 
thousands of families of military 
retirees retain the benefits they 
have earned.

Bagdad, (EFE).- El General 
Geoffrey Miller, nuevo director de 
los centros de reclusión de EE.UU. 
en Irak, pidió el pasado miércoles 
disculpas al pueblo iraquí por la 
acción de “algunos soldados” en la 
cárcel de Abu Gharib, en cuyo ex- 
terior se repitieron durante todo el 
día las protestas de la población. 

Unos 2,000 ciudadanos ira- 
quíes se manifestaron ante sus 
muros, a las afueras de Bagdad, 
tras los cuales están retenidos cerca 
de 4.000 de los 10,000 prisioneros 
que reconoce el mando norte- 
americano. 

Los manifestantes, que can- 
taron consignas en contra de las 
tropas estadunidenses, pidieron la 
libertad de sus familiares detenidos 
en esa cárcel. 

En la explanada que se ex- 
tiende frente a la entrada principal 
de la prisión, los congregados des- 
plegaron una pancarta en la que se 
leía “Soltad a las mujeres o decla- 
raremos la Yihad (guerra santa)”. 

Sus familiares han exigido la 
libertad inmediata de todos los 
presos y dejaron entrever que las 
fotografías en las que los soldados 
norteamericanos cometían actos 
deshonestos y simulaban juegos 
sexuales aberrantes con sus prisio- 
neros tendrán una justa venganza. 

Un representante del Comité 
de Ulemas, una de las más altas 
instituciones suníes de Irak ha 
dicho que “hacemos responsables 


a los norteamericanos por estos 


actos que claman venganza”. 

El Comité es uno de los orga- 
nizadores de las manifestaciones 
convocadas casi todas las semanas 
para pedir la liberación de los pre- 
SOS.

Debido a esta amenaza, los 
expertos han pedido que se

Al decir de los expertos, la 
pandemia podría producirse si el 
virus de la emergente ¡gripe del 
pollo! o influenza aviar, de Asia, 
se combina con un virus humano, 
y llegan a conformar un germen 
letal. Para afrontar esa eventua- 
lidad, varios expertos que han par- 
ticipado en una reunión sobre la 
gripe convocada en Ginebra por 
la OMS, han pedido que se cree 
una reserva internacional de vacu- 
nas. 

De los animales a los hu- 
manos 

El sacrificio de áves ha podi- 
do reducir la probabilidad de un 
contagio masivo de gripe humana 
a causa de la gripe aviar, pero 
“teniendo en cuenta el carácter cí- 
clico de estos brotes, debemos se- 
guir esperando una pandemia gri- 
pal”, han advertido desde la 
OMS. 

Muchos países en desarrollo 
no tienen suministros de medica- 
mentos antivirales y algunos, 
como Vietnam, sólo disponían de 
unas decenas de dosis antes del 
brote reciente de gripe aviaria. 
Además, sólo 36 de los 192 miem- 
bros de la OMS han desarrollado 
planes para combatir una pande- 
mia gripal. 

Por su parte, los laboratorios 
farmacéuticos sólo están produ- 
ciendo lo necesario para combatir 
los brotes anuales de gripe en los 
hemisferios norte y sur. 

Los cambios o mutaciones 
pequeñas, son los responsables de 
las epidemias que ocurren cada 
invierno, mientras que las modifi- 
caciones mayores han ocasionado 
las grandes olas de gripe que 
afectan a la humanidad, en forma 
de pandemias. 

Las epidemias anuales de 
gripe acaban con la vida de entre 
medio y un millón de personas en 
todo el mundo, según la OMS. 

El azote de la ¡Gripe espa- 
ñola! 

En EE.UU. este tipo de gripe 
causó 600,000 muertes y en 
España mató a unas 300,000 per- 
sonas, pero el país más castigado 
fue India, donde fallecieron 15 
millones de afectados por la epide- 
mia, alcanzando la mortalidad, en 
ciertas zonas, hasta al 20% de la 
población. 

En la virulencia de la epide- 
mia gripal de 1918, que provocó 
más del doble de víctimas que la 
Gran Guerra, incidió la mutación 
del virus gripal de ese año que, 
según una teoría, fue el resultado 
de una recombinación genética 
entre un virus animal de la gripe 
porcina, y otro humano, ante la

San José (California), 
(EFE).- El nombre de Dolores 
Huerta es sinónimo de lucha. Su 
vida está plagada de arduo trabajo, 
pero no es menos que su faceta de 
grandes retos y el amor por sus 
hijos. 

Aunque se hizo más conocida 
cuando fundó — junto con el lider 
campesino César Chávez— la 
Unión de Trabajadores Agrícolas 
(UFW siglas en inglés) en 1962, 
Huerta ha sido desde muy joven 
una activista incansable y creadora 
del lema “Sí se puede”. 

Nació en el Valle de San 
Joaquín, California, el 10 de abril 
de 1930. Entre los muchos valores 
que aprendió de su madre Alicia 
Chávez sobresale el de “no esperar 
a que una persona necesitada pida 
ayuda y tampoco esperar agrade- 
cimiento por lo que uno hace”. 

En entrevista con EFE recordó 
que su progenitora fue madre 
soltera y una feminista. La crió a 
ella y a sus cuatro hermanos, dos 
mujeres y dos varones y les enseñó 
a realizar las labores del hogar por 
igual. 

“*Mi madre era una líder, según 
mi sentir, ella era una persona muy 
calmada, trabajadora, no era vio- 
lenta”, dijo Huerta, quien ha tra- 
tado de inculcar en sus hijos los 
mismos valores que ella aprendió 
de su madre. 

En 1955, fundó, junto con 
César Chávez, la Organización de 
Servicios a la Comunidad, Capí- 
tulo Stockton (CSO siglas en 
inglés). 

“En ese tiempo hicimos mu- 
chas campañas de ciudadanía para 
las personas de edad mayor, ya que 
en esa época aunque la persona 
fuera residente legal, no podía 
recibir asistencia pública como la 
pensión de la vejez”, manifestó. 

“Trabajamos para que muchos 
se hicieran ciudadanos, para que 
ejercieran su voto en español y se 
eliminara el requisito de ser ciuda- 
dano para recibir asistencia legal”, 
la cual se hizo efectiva en 1961, 
agregó. 

CSO también luchó contra la 
segregación, la brutalidad policiaca 
y el mejoramiento de servicios 
públicos. 

Todos estos programas que se 
formaron en pro de los campesinos 
siguen activos. 

Huerta fue una de las primera 
personas en alzar su voz contra el 
daño que los pesticidas causaban

El gobierno de México le 
otorgó el premio Othli hace cinco 
años. Universidades como New 
College of San Francisco (1990), 
San Francisco State University 
(1993) y New Palz University 
(1999), le han honrado con título 
honorarios. 

Huerta dijo que en este mes de 


May 9, 2004 


mayo, se abrirá un museo de mu- 
jeres en California, en el que estará 
incluida. 

Tanto en California, como en 
Texas y Colorado se han abierto 
escuelas con su nombre. 

Debido a un aneurisma que 
sufrió y la tuvo convaleciente por 
un año, Huerta renunció como 
vicepresidenta del UFW en 2000. 
Sin embargo, recalcó que siempre 
ayuda en lo que puede cuando se 
lo piden. 

A principios de 2004 y gracias 
a un donativo de 100,000 dólares 
de la agrupación Cuffin, creó la 
Fundación “Dolores Huerta” con

Origin of Mother’s Day may surprise you 


(NewsUSA) - On Mother's 


Day, it is customary to shower 


moms with gifts, flower and candy. 
But have you ever stopped to think 
about the holiday’s origins? 

Here are some facts you may 


not know about the history of 


mother’s Day in the U.S. 

In the early 1850’s, Anna 
Reese Jarvis, an Appalachian 
homemaker who never married, 
organized a day to raise awareness 
of poor health conditions in her 
community. She believed this 
cause would be best advocated by 
mothers and called the event 
“Mothers” Work Day.” 

In 1905, after Jarvis’ death, her 
daughter. also named Anna, began 
a campaign to memorialize the 
work of her mother. She began to 
lobby prominent businessmen and 
politicians, including Presidents

William Taft and Theodore 
Roosevelt, to support her cam- 
paign to create a special day to 
honor mothers. She hoped Mo- 
ther’s Day would increase respect 
for parents and strengthen family 
bonds. ae 

The first Mother’s Day obser- 
vances were in church services 
honoring the elder Jarvis on May 
10,1908. By 1911, every state held 
its own Mother’s Day observance. 

On May 8, 1914, President 
Woodrow Wilson signed a bill rec- 
ognizing Mother’s Day as an offi- 
cial national holiday. 

As Mother’s Day became 
more commercialized, however, 
Jarvis became upset and even was 
arrested for disturbing the peace at 
a conversation selling carnations 
for a war mother’s group. Before 
her death in 1948, Jarvis is said to

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Maradona hospitalized i 
Buenos Aires 


Buenos Aires, (EFE).- Argentine soccer legend Diego 
Armando Maradona is. back in the hospital. 

Maradona returned to the clinic “for a check-up” before leav- 
ing on his trip to Cuba, Alfredo Cahe, the soccer great's personal 
physician, told Argentine radio. 

Maradona will remain in the hospital for “two or three days,” 
Cahe said. Radio Mitre reported that Maradona was admitted at 
6:18 a.m. (0918 GMT) to the Swiss Argentine Clinic. 

Maradona had been discharged from the same hospital last 
week after spending 11 days in intensive care for heart and respira- 
tory problems. According to reports, Maradona - accompanied by 
Cahe and a nurse - was brought by ambulance from his estate on 
the outskirts of Buenos Aires and immediately placed in intensive 
care on the fourth floor. He had spent the last few days at the coun- 
try estate, some 51 kilometers (32 miles) from the capital, taking 
walks, playing golf and visiting with friends before his trip. 

The 43-year-old Maradona had planned to travel Wednesday 
to Cuba, where he has received treatment for drug addiction. 

The soccer great, who has battled drug problems in the past, 
was admitted April 18 to the Swiss Argentine Clinic for treatment 
of serious heart and lung ailments. . 

Physicians described Maradona as overweight and suffering 
from high blood pressure. He entered the clinic weighing 110 kilos 
(242 pounds). 

In an interview after his release from the hospital, Maradona 
spoke of being “in the tunnel of death” and said he planned to 
return to Cuba. 

“I just wanted to be covered; I was very cold. I wanted to be 
pampered. It was conflicting, because I didn’t want them to put me 
on the artificial respirator, which was what saved me,” Maradona 
told television anchor Susana Gimenez. 

He attributed his victory over death to all the soccer fans he 
met along the way and to God, who decided it was not his time to
